Possibly the solution does not lie in increasing the size 
of the mirror but in applying the principles of television to 
telescopes. By use of the photoelectric cell it may soon be 
possible to pick up each beam of light, transform it into elec- 
tricity, amplify it millions of times and project it on a screen. 
If the practical difficulties of this problem can be solved, 
man will be able to‘ see hundreds of times further into space.

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MOTHER CABRINI ON ROAD TO SAINTHOOD 


The Pope hears of two American “Miracles” 


the slow machinery for making a Roman Catholic saint began turning in 

earnest on Oct. 26 for Mother Frances Xavier Cabrini, Pope Pius XI 
and the Congregation of Rites, finding that Mother Cabrini had “exercised 
Christian virtue to an heroic degree,” accorded her the title “Venerable.”” 

‘Mother Cabrini was holy Italian woman who founded the Missionary Sis- 
tersof the Sacred Heart and carried on her work in the U.S. She founded hos- 
pitals, schools and orphanages in New York, Chicago and a dozen other cities. 

Mother Cabrini died in 1917 and within eight years two miracles were 
claimed for her. The first was that of Peter Smith, a baby born in The Bronx. 
Just after his birth a careless nurse, dabbing his eyes with silver nitrate, 
according to custom, used a 50% instead of a 1% solution. ‘The nitrate burned 
the baby’s eyes black, ate deep furrows in his cheeks and induced double 
pneumonia, After doctors had given up hope of saving the child, a nun 
touched him with a relic of Mother Cabrini. Within 72 hours, according 
to sworn witnesses, every trace of the burns and pneumonia had disappeared, 
leaving Peter Smith as sound as new. 
second miracle was worked on a Seattle nun. Sister 
apparently on her deathbed, saw a vision of Mother Cabri 
and quickly recovered. 

On the strength of these claimed miracles, Mother Cabrini’s admirers 
put her forward for canonization. In 1983 her body was exhumed and a Vat- 
ican examiner reported that her features were well-preserved, a point in h 
favor. The same year an Apostolic Process in Chicago reviewed all the e 
dence of miracles. Pope Pius’s action on Oct. 26, based on this evidence, 
started Mother Cabrini on a road which may, if other miracles are rec- IN} appears in picture (abore) in the black habit, black silk

Indirect methods failing, he turned to machine 
guns (right). While touts grumbled and reformers cheered, anxious 
journalists compared the Governor's action to the Fascist methods of 
the late Huey Long. Acidulous Scripps-Howard Columnist Westbrook 
Pegler ridiculed the affair as “The War of the Wild Irish Roses.”

She has postponed her departure for ten years, 
long enough to lose her Swedish accent, but Holly- 
wood firmly believes that some day she will go and 
not come back. 

Greta Garbo’s youth, to all appearances, was not 
pleasant. The daughter of a machinist, she grew 
up in near-poverty and loneliness. When she was 
14, she went to work soaping chins in a barbershop. 
Her career began when she got a job modeling hats 
for Bergstrom’s department store in Stockholm and 
was seen by a smalltime movie producer. Through 
him she met Mauritz Stiller, the great Swedish direc- 
tor, who took her to Hollywood in 1925. 

‘The recluse of Hollywood now lives with a house- 
keeper in Santa Monica. She has made few friends. 
Occasionally she is cordial to strangers but more of- 
ten she will run away rather than meet them. She 
rarely goes out socially, though a story circulates that 
a prominent lady of the movie colony went into her 
kitchen one night and found Garbo sipping coffee 
with the Swedish maid. At the studio, an unbreak- 
able rule bars all visitors from the Garbo set and 
once, when her co-star John Barrymore brought Ar- 
thur Brisbane on the set, Garbo asked him to leave. 

In twelve years she has never owned a house in 
America but in 1936 she bought an estate outside 
Stockholm. Having finished Conquest (see p. 40) she 
will soon go there to spend a few months or many.

Britain Gets Tough with Arab Terrorists in Palestine 


Fe 14 years Britain has tried to administer 

League of Nations mandate over Palestine 
without brutality. ‘This was difficult, inasmuch 
as Moslem Arabs acutely resented Britain's 
attempt to move Jews in on them, systematic- 
ally terrorized Jews and Britons. Last Jul 
British Commission exhaustively pondered the 
Jewish-Arab quarrel (LIFE, July 5) and gave 
its decision, Palestine, it decided, should be 
divided into an Arab inland area, a Jewish coast 
and a British corridor to the Holy Places of the 
Christian world, on the grounds that the Jews 
and Arabs had notably failed to settle their 
differences themselves. The Commission's report is rated the ablest document 
on Palestine ever composed. But in September the Arabs started to act up again. 
‘This time Britain took off its velvet gloves and hit back hard. 

Chief Arab troublemaker (abore, left) was the Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, Haj 
Amin el Husseini, who had played a two-faced game with the British. On Oct. 1, 
he was ordered arrested and fled to the grounds of Jerusalem's supersacred 
Mosque of Omar, On Oct. 14, presumably disguised as a Bedouin woman, he 
slipped through the close British guard and escaped to the French-mandated Leb- 
anon republic by car and motorboat. Officials there promptly shooed him on to 
Syria where French police kept a close watch on him. 

Meanwhile in Palestine the Grand Mufti, since replaced by a cousin, was not 
forgotten by his Arabs who on Oct. 16 set fire to the Lydda Airport. On Oct. 
28, the British High Commissioner, easy-going General Sir Arthur Grenfell 
Wauchope, resigned, supposedly to be replaced by the terror of terrorists, 
Charles Augustus Tegart who made his strong-arm reputation in Indian Bengal.
